Prior to 1 gctober 1950, the 12th Tank '»rif , Utvar Ho 9335 , in Gternboric (P 50 
/H 86 ) was subordinate to a corps headquarters which was located In a three- 
stoiy build inf: about 1,000 meters northwest of the main railroad station of 
Olosnouc (Olmuetz * P 5 o/e 85) * * Source was told by a friend who served as a 
driver with the corps headquarters in. OXomouc that the brigade would be. trans- 
ferred to Kilovlce (P 51/6 00) in the spring of 1951* while an infantry unit 
would be stationed in Sterriherk*

The gun barrel 
had no muzzle brake and was about 3 meters long* the total length of ‘the 
vehicle was estimated at h meters, the width at about 3 meters' and the height 
at about 2 ©8 meters© About 100 Dodge trucks which, according to the escort 
solders, had been overhauled, 20 jeeps and 30 motorcycles arrived from Prague
